No. US 
2003/0 122606A1) fails to teach or fairly suggest a driver circuit comprising a switching 
means which is controlled by the enabling signal so that it is conductive in the inactive state 
and connects control inputs of one of the at least two first transistors and one of the at least 
two second transistors as called for in claims 28, 34 and 35.
